Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  health  of  the  Poole  Urban  Sanitary  District  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1894. 

POPU LATIO N. — Assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  the 
decade  1881-91  still  continues,  I  estimate  the  population  of  the 
district  to  be  16,662  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  16,858  to 
the  end  of  the  year. 

BIRTHS, — The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the 
year  was  290  males  and  248  females,  making  a  total  of  538. 
Hence  the  birth-rate  was  32-28  per  thousand.  There  was  an 
increase  of  78  births  as  compared  with  1893. 

DEATHS. — The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the 
year  was  114  males  and  115  females,  making  a  total  of  229. 
Hence  the  death-rate  was  13-74  per  thousand.  There  was  a 
decrease  of  61  deaths  as  compared  with  1893,  and  100  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1892. 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  was  9-1  per  100. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  was  1-02  per  1000.

This  girl  contracted  the  disease  by  sleeping  in  the  same  bed 
with  another  girl  who  came  from  Newtown  whilst  in  the 
“  peeling  ”  stage.

Diarrhoea  caused  three  deaths,  viz.  : —

3  Male,  aged  9  months,  Lagland  Street,  Poole,  September  12th. 

There  was  nothing  of  a  Zymotic  nature  in  these  cases. 
Rheumatic  Fever  caused  three  deaths. 


Phthisis  caused  sixteen  deaths,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
0-96  per  thousand.  This  number  is  nine  less  than  in  1893. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Pleurisy,  do,,  caused  twenty-eight 
deaths.  This  number  is  fourteen  less  than  1893. 

Heart  Diseases  caused  seventeen  deaths. 


Influenza  caused  six  deaths. 

Injuries  caused  seven  deaths.  Four  of  these  were  acci¬ 
dental  ;  one  was  homicidal ;  one  was  caused  by  burns  received 
while  in  a  state  of  intoxication  ;  one  was  caused  by  drowning. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. — Under  this  Act 
105  Certificates  were  received  from  the  Medical  Attendants, 
and  69  notices  from  Householders  or  Relatives  of  persons 
affected  with  notifiable  infectious  diseases.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  fourteen  Poole  cases  were  certified 
as  follows  : — three  in  May;  six  in  June  ;  three  in  September  ; 
one  in  November  ;  and  one  in  December.  Two  and  three  cases 
occurred  in  the  same  house  in  several  instances.  The  localities 
chiefly  affected  were  Green  Road,  Russell  Place,  and  Love 
Lane.  The  twelve  Parkstone  cases  were  certified  thus  : — four 
in  January  ;  three  in  February  ;  one  in  March  ;  one  in  April  ; 
one  in  October  ;  and  two  in  December.  Two,  three,  and  four 
cases  occurred  in  the  same  house  in  several  instances.  Upper 
Parkstone  and  the  district  adjoining  Kinson  and  Bournemouth 
were  the  localities  chiefly  affected.  The  seven  Longfleet  cases 
were  certified  thus  : — one  in  April ;  three  in  October ;  two  in 
November;  and  one  in  December.  In  several  instances  the 
disease  was  contracted  away  in  Kinson  and  Bournemouth. 
The  cases  were  scattered  over  the  district.  Only  one  case  out 
of  the  thirty-three  notified  proved  fatal ;  this  would  give  the 
very  low  death-rate  of  three  per  cent. 

Typhoid  Fever. — The  six  Poole  cases  were  certified  as 
follows  : — one  in  April  ;  one  in  June  ;  one  in  July;  and  three 
in  September.  The  cases  were  scattered  about  the  district. 
The  four  Parkstone  cases  were  certified  thus:— two  in  Febru- 


ary ;  one  in  August  ;  and  one  in  October.  All  four  were 
contracted  away.  The  one  Longfleet  case  was  certified  in 
April.  One  case  only  proved  fatal,  thus  giving  a  death-rate  of 
nine  per  cent. 

Diphtheria., — The  eight  Poole  cases  were  certified  as 
follows  -one  in  January  ;  one  in  February  ;  one  in  March  ; 
one  in  May  ;  two  in  June ;  one  in  November  ;  and  one  in 
December.  Four  cases  occurred  in  the  High  Street  and  three 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Market  Place  ;  one  only  occurred 
in  the  East  Ward.  The  twenty-eight  Parkstone  cases  were 
certified  thus  : — six  in  February  ;  one  in  March  ;  one  in  April ! 
one  in  May  ;  nine  in  June ;  three  in  July  ;  four  in  August  ; 
two  in  September ;  and  one  in  October.  The  centre  from 
which  the  infection  spread  was  the  St.  Peter’s  Schools,  for 
most  of  the  cases  were  either  directly  or  indirectly  to  be  traced 
to  children  attending  the  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools.  When 
investigating  the  outbreak,  I  was  informed  that  many  cases  of 
sore  throat,  of  a  more  or  less  severe  type,  had  occurred  in  the 
same  houses  as,  or  adjoining,  those  in  which  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified.  This  fact  tends  to  confirm  the  opinion  expressed 
by  Dr.  Thorne-Thorne  (the  senior  Medical  Officer  to  the  Local 
Government  Board),  as  to  “the  progressive  development  of 
the  potency  of  infection.”  On  inspecting  the  Schools  on  June 
23rd,  though  repairs  were  going  on,  I  found  them  to  be  clean 
and  well  kept  ;  the  only  thing  I  found  to  complain  of  was  a 
stinking  catch-pit  near  the  School  gate.  Directions  were  given 
to  the  master  and  mistress  to  send  home  any  child  apparently 
ill,  and  to  refuse  re-admission  for  at  least  a  fortnight ;  also 
to  refuse  admission  to  any  child  coming  from  an  infected  house. 
The  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schoolrooms  were  ordered  to  be  disin¬ 
fected  with  Sulphurous  Acid  Gas.  The  School  Managers 
closed  the  Schools  on  June  27th.  In  several  instances  more 
than  one  case  occurred  in  the  same  house.  In  some  instances 
the  disease  seemed  to  have  been  contracted  from  the  Kinson 
district.  St.  Faith’s  Orphanage,  in  Upper  Parkstone,  suffered 
very  severely,  for  ten  cases  were  notified  from  this  Plome, 
viz  : — five  in  February  ;  one  in  March  ;  three  in  August  ;  and 
one  in  September.  After  inspecting  the  premises  on  February 
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26th,  I  made  the  following  entry  in  my  “  Visitation  Report 
Book”:  —  ‘‘Double  House — Children’s  side. — w.c.  requires” 
“  hushing  apparatus,  and  to  be  used.  Soil-pipe  requires  ven-  ” 
“  tilator  to  be  carried  up  above  roof.  Out-door  w.c’s.  require  ” 
“  re-construction,  so  as  to  provide  efficient  flushing,  ventila-  ” 
“  tion,  and  trapping.  Miss  Langley’s  side. — Roof  needs  ” 
“  attending  to  on  account  of  damp.  Out-door  w.c.  requires  ” 
“  re-construction.”  A  report  to  this  effect  was  sent  by  me  to 
the  Borough  Surveyor.  The  cesspools  were  found  to  be  full, 
and  were  emptied.  A  renewal  of  the  outbreak  having  occurred, 
I  again  visited  the  Home  on  August  26th,  and  entered  in  my 
Report  book,  “Very  clean.  Bath  waste-pipe  and  scullery” 
“  waste-pipe  discharge  free,  and  are  disconnected.  W.C.  soil-  ” 
“  pipes  ventilated.  W.C’s.  in  good  wmrking  order.  Drains” 
“  and  cesspools  ventilated.  On  children’s  side:  one  matron,” 
“and  thirteen  children,  who  occupy  a  large  dormitory  of” 
“  about  4,550  cubic  feet.”  On  August  27th,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  having  reported  to  me  that  the  cesspools  were  full, 
directions  were  given  for  them  to  be  emptied,  which  was  done. 
The  drains  in  the  yard  were  laid  open,  and  on  my  again  in¬ 
specting  them  on  August  31st,  they  were  found  to  be  very 
badly  laid,  both  as  regards  joints  and  fall.  A  report  was  sent 
by  me  to  the  Borough  Surveyor,  directing  that  notice  should 
be  served  on  the  landlord  to  properly  re-lay  the  drains,  insert 
intercepting  traps,  construct  and  ventilate  overflow  cesspool, 
construct  and  ventilate  new  scullery  waste  cesspools,  and  dis¬ 
charge  rain  water  in  catch-pits  and  on  the  road.  These  works 
were  carried  out.  Visits  wTere  made  by  me  during  the  progress 
of  the  works  on  September  5th,  7th,  and  11th.  On  November 
2nd,  I  found  that  in  Miss  Langley’s  bedroom,  as  also  the  child¬ 
ren’s  dormitory,  the  ceilings  and  walls  were  very  damp,  and 
that  the  wet  so  freely  percolated  that  it  w7as  absolutely  “  inju¬ 
rious  to  the  health”  of  the  children  for  them  to  remain  there.  A 
certificate  to  this  effect  was  sent  to  the  Borough  Surveyor. 
The  three  Longfleet  cases  were  certified  thus  : — one  in  April ; 
one  in  July  ;  one  in  December.  Of  the  thirty-nine  cases  noti¬ 
fied,  ten  proved  fatal ;  thus  giving  a  death-rate  of  25-6  per 
hundred. 
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Membranous  Croup.— The  two  Poole  cases  were  certified 
in  April.  The  Longfleet  case,  which  proved  fatal,  was  certi¬ 
fied  in  March. 


Erysipelas. — The  ten  Poole  cases  were  certified  as 
follows  : — one  in  January  ;  two  in  February  ;  one  in  June  ; 
two  in  July ;  one  in  September ;  one  in  October ;  two  in 
November.  The  six  Parkstone  cases  were  certified  thus  : — two 
in  February;  one  in  June;  one  in  July  ;  one  in  October;  one 
in  November.  The  three  Longfleet  cases  were  certified  thus  : — 
two  in  February  ;  one  in  June.  Except  as  secondary  to  a  case 
of  injury  to  head,  no  death  was  attributed  to  Erysipelas. 

The  proportion  of  notified  disease  to  the  population  was 
6'3  per  thousand,  i.e.,  the  Zymotic  sick  rate. 


I  must  again  impress  upon  the  general  public  that  it  is 
the  dutv  of  the  householder,  or  nearest  relative,  to  send  a 
ivritten  notice  to  the  M.O.H.  of  the  occurrence  of  any  Infectious 
Disease,  quite  apart  from  the  certificate  of  a  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioner.  During  the  past  year,  thirty-six  householders,  &c., 
failed  in  this  duty. 

I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  prevent  an  epidemic 
of  Measles.  In  October,  when  going  round  the  Workhouse  as 
a  member  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Guard¬ 
ians,  I  found  an  infant,  who  had  but  recentlv  been  admitted 
from  an  out-parish,  to  be  suffering  from  an  attack  of  Measles. 
As  there  were  three  other  children  in  the  House,  two  of  whom 
were  attending  Longfleet  Schools,  I  directed  that  they  should 
be  kept  by  themselves  until  all  risk  of  infection  was  passed  ; 
they  however  developed  the  disease  in  due  course  :  but  the 
Longfleet  School  children  escaped. 

Measles ,  Whooping  Cough,  which  caused  four  deaths,  and 
Influenza,  which  caused  six  deaths,  are  not  notifiable. 


Fever  Hospital. — Fourteen  patients  were  admitted  during 
the  year.

special  request  of  Captain  K.  R.  Balfour,  who  undertook  to 
pay  all  charges  for  maintenance  and  Medical  attendance. 


I  will  now  proceed  to  review  the  Sanitary  work  done 
during  the  year. 

Scavenging ,  Flushing ,  dc. — The  Scavenging  and  Flushing 
of  the  Streets,  and  the  removal  of  night  soil  have  been  regularly 
and  satisfactorily  carried  out.  Complaints  were  made  to  me, 
as  also  to  the  other  Sanitary  Officials,  about  the  careless 
manner  in  which  the  crude  sewage  was  spread  or  scattered  on 
the  land  in  the  quasi-rural  parts  of  the  Borough. 

Water  Supply. — The  Poole  Water  Works  Company’s 
supply  during  the  year  has  been  regular,  constant,  and  good. 
The  quality  has  been  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  A  fresh 
and  additional  supply  has  been  obtained  from  the  Hatch  Pond 
at  Waterloo.  Three  samples  of  well  water  were  submitted  to 
me  for  analysis.  All  were  good,  soft  waters  :  two  required 
filtration  before  use. 

Slaughter-houses  and  Bake-houses.  —These  were  inspected 
half-yearly  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  There  are 
eight  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district.  In  April,  two  were 
found  to  be  dirty,  and  were  ordered  to  be  cleansed  and  white¬ 
washed.  There  are  thirty-nine  Bake-houses  in  the  district. 
In  April,  eight,  and  in  October,  nine,  were  found  to  he  dirty, 
and  were  ordered  to  be  cleansed  and  whitewashed.  I  can  only 
again  repeat  what  I  have  written  for  several  years  past  :  "that 


the  structural  and  general  arrangements  were  in  many  cases 
of  anything  but  a  high  standard,  and  that  they  are  likely  to 
remain  so  until  efficient  bye  laws  are  substituted  for  the  present 
very  defective  and  imperfect  ones.  Possibly  if  I  were  to  give 
a  table  of  the  Bake-houses  and  Slaughter-houses,  with  my 
notes  made  at  the  dates  of  visits,  it  might  have  a  salutary 
effect  upon  the  proprietors. 

Factories  and  Workshops, — These  were  inspected  during 
the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  were  found  in  good 
condition. 

Premises  in  an  Unsanitary  condition,  or  unfit  for  Human 
Habitation. — On  March  20th,  two  tenements  in  Green’s  Yard, 
Bowling  Green  All ey ,  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  generally 
damp,  dirty,  and  out  of  repair.  Notice  was  served  to  repair, 
etc.,  but  the  landlady  preferred  to  sell  to  Mr.  Green,  who  has 
converted  them  into  Bake-house,  etc.  On  June  13th,  the 
“  Oaks  Cottage,”  Parkstone,  was  inspected  :  the  walls  and 
door  were  found  to  be  damp  and  the  shooting  defective. 
Notice  was  served  to  repair,  etc.,  and  provide  damp  course. 
On  June  23rd,  several  premises  in  Parkstone,  where  Diphtheria 
cases  had  occurred,  were  inspected.  At  one  cottage  on  Mans¬ 
field  Hill,  the  scullery  waste-pipe  was  found  to  open  directly 
into  the  drain.  On  November  2nd,  St.  Faith’s  Orphanage  was 
certified  to  be  unfit  for  Human  Habitation,  on  account  of  the 
extremely  wet  and  damp  condition  of  the  premises.  During 
the  summer  months,  the  Courts,  Court-yards  and  Alleys  in  the 
town  were  cleansed  and  whitewashed. 

Unsound  Food. — On  four  occasions  I  have  had  to  exercise 
my  powers  with  regard  to  unsound  food,  viz  : — four  consign¬ 
ments  of  fish,  which  were  lying  at  the  L.  &  S.W.  E.  Company’s 
depot.  These  were  duly  ordered  by  a  Magistrate  to  be 
destroyed. 

Disinfection. — The  disinfection  of  premises  where  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  had  occurred  was  very  thoroughly  and 
effectively  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his 
Assistant. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. — The  Local  Government 
Board  having  sanctioned  this  scheme,  the  work  is  now  being 


carried  on.  On  October  29th,  the  first  sod  of  the  New  Drain¬ 
age  Works  was  turned  by  the  Mayor.  During  the  year,  twenty 
old  privy  vaults  have  been  filled  in  and  the  pail  system 
substituted. 

Bye  Laws. — The  much  needed  revision  of  bye  laws  is 
now  under  your  consideration. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  I  have,  as  in  previous  years,  made  frequent 
inspections  of  the  various  parts  of  the  district. 

I  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Richard  Smith, 
Jum,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  very  valuable  and  courteous 
assistance.  He  lias  proved  himself  to  be  a  very  active,  useful, 
and  tactful  Officer. 

I  have  to  thank  you  for  the  honour  you  conferred  upon 
me  by  electing  me  to  the  office  of  Sheriff  during  the  year 
1893—1894.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
as  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1894,  and  in  so  doing  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to 
give  a  very  satisfactory  account  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the 
seamen  on  board  of  the  vessels  which  have  entered  and  left  the 
Port  of  Poole  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  notified  or 
certified. 

Cholera. — The  same  precautions  for  the  prevention  of 
the  importation  of  Gholera  were  taken  as  in  1892  and  1893, 
viz.  : — A  Quarantine  Station,  the  Inspection  of  Vessels  and 
Crews  coming  from  the  Cholera  infected  littoral,  the  pumping 
out  of  bilge  water,  and  the  emptying  of  water  casks. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  vessels  which  were  specially 
boarded  and  inspected  by  myself,  as  those  coining  from  sus¬

13th  I  was  specially 

summoned 

Customs  House  to  examine  a  gentleman  who  had  been  detained 
there,  having  been  landed  by  pilot  boat  from  s.  s.  Ardle,  bound 
from  Oran,  Algeria,  to  Dundee.  As  he  was  in  good  health  he 
was  allowed  to  proceed  to  his  journey’s  end  at  Looe,  near  Lis- 
keard,  Cornwall  ;  and  the  Liskeard  Sanitary  Authority  was 
communicated  with. 

The  same  Inspections  of  Vessels  by  the  Harbour 
Authorities,  Board  of  Trade  and  Customs  Officials,  has  been 
made  as  in  former  years. 

The  number  of  Vessels,  besides  those  already  mentioned, 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Officials  was  209.  Of  this  number, 
155  (be.,  123  British  and  32  Foreign)  were  classed  as  “  good;” 
47  (be.,  33  British  and  14  Foreign)  were  classed  as  “  fair,” 
7  (be.,  5  British  and  2  Foreign)  were  classed  as  “  dirty,” 
and  were  required  to  be  scrubbed  and  cleansed. 

Three  deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  within 
the  Port  of  Poole,  viz  : —
